Reception Desk duties in­ 
clude taking new patients to 
the laboratory and to the 
floors to which they are as­ 
signed: taking care of the 
gift cart, passing mail, 
changing water on flowers, 
delivering flowers, working 
the reception desk file

cards, supervising the maga­ 
zine carts and racks, direct­ 
ing visitors, messenger serv­ 
ices, and checking on the 
"Pinkies." puppets supplied 
hospitalized children by the 
hospital's auxiliary.

The official uniform of 
the Candy Striper is the red 
and white pinafore with 
white blouse, w-hite anklets 
or natural colored hose, 
white, low heel, shoes The 
pinafore may be purchased 
from the hospital's Director 
of Volunteers

The girls are also instruct­ 
ed in hospital ethics.

The Torrance Memorial 
Hospital is a community 
hospital having served the 
area for more than 40 years.
